was ascribed to selling 
based on opinions expressed by Sec­ 
retary Wallace that low prices for 
farm products were largely due to 
overproduction. 
Crop damage com­ 
plaints from Missouri, however, and 
from other places that have hereto­ 
fore been sending good reports led 
soon to a rally which lifted Septem­ 
ber delivery and December to above 
yesterday’s finish.

July and the later months.

Word that the first car of new 
wheat from this year’s harvest in 
Oklahoma had been shipped and was 
expected to arrive in Kansas City 
Monday appeared to exercise a bear­ 
ish influence.

Prof. George Chandler Whipple of Har­ 
vard, in an additional chapter for a new 
edition of his work, “Vital Statisms,” which 
is one o f the best known studies of this sub­ 
ject, sets forth his

United States will grow in population much 
more slowly during the next half century 


in so many ways than the present plan that 
it is hard to see how

honest opposition to its adoption.

ISOLATION— ONLY A PHRASE. 
From the St. Louis Star. 
Phrase making has its drawbacks. 
For 
instance, Bainbridge Colby said the other 
day that “national 
isolation is a predica­ 
ment— not a policy.” 
The phrase sounds 
well, but is faulty because it assumes that 
there can be such a thing as isolation for a 
civilized nation. 
The 
United 
States, at 
least, has never known isolation, regarded 
either as a predicament or a policy. 
It is hard now to determine how the il­ 
lusion that America was an isolated nation 
ever grew up in the minds of the early 
statesmen. 
Probably there wrere phrase 
makers then. There has never been an age 
when some minds would not bruise them­ 
selves against 
facts, 
rather than spoil a 
good phrase. 
But there was no very good reason for 
Eighteenth Century Americans forgetting 
that most of Europe’s wars in the sixteenth 
and Seventeenth Centuries had spread to 
these backwoods. 
Even in Washington’s 
young manhood French and British forts 
frowned at each other along the border and 
in the western wilderness. 
And there was 
no sign of dawning isolation a little later 
when British, Hessians and French were 
swarming over colonial battlefields.

Europe. She is Miss Nadejda Stan- 
ciof, wh^ is acting minister of Bul­ 
garia to Great Britain. 
Former 
Premier 
Stamboulisky 
picked the talented young woman to 
represent Bulgaria at Washington 
as first scretary of the legation, but 
the downfall of the peasant ministry 
at Sofia will alter her plans. 
Miss Stanciof, who is just passed 
25 years of age, is one of the most 
striking figures in European diplo­ 
matic life. 
She 
is 
already 
well 
known at all International 
confer­ 
ences and all European chanceller­ 
ies where she acted as personal rep­ 
resentative of Stamboulisky. This 
week she became the focus of ail 
eyes because of 
the upheaval 
in 
Sofia. 
In the absence of her father, Dr. 
Dimitri Stanciof, who is at Lausanne, 
she has been called upon to handle 
the difficult questions arising from 
the dramatic collaspe of the govern­ 
ment. 
“I should like to remain In Eng­ 
land,” said Miss Stanciof, “but I am 
afraid the revolutionary government 
will ask my recall, It is true that I 
was secretary and confident to Stam­ 
boulisky, but that did not prevent 
me from observing a strictly neutral 
attitude on all questions concerning 
my country'. After all, I am only a 
girl and I did what seemed in the 
best interests of Bulgaria. If I lose 
my position, I may turn my hand to 
writing for the American and British 
newspapers.”

A pen of single combed white leg­ 
horns owned by St. John’s Poultry 
Farm at Oronogo, Mo., won the cup 
for May by laying 139 eggs during 
the month. 
This pen also won the 
April cup by laying 137 eggs during 
that month. 
The average production for May 
was 21.99 eggs per hen, as against

is an increase of 2.83 eggs per hen 
in the seven months. 
An average of 19.8 eggs per hen for 
May by the thirty pens of heavy hens

850,000

FOR PRUSSIAN GIRLS 


By the Associateji Presa. 
BERLIN, June 17.—Harder school 
days are ahead for “flapper” frau­ 
leins of Prusia. 
Woman’s new place 
in politics and business has led the 
Blate to readjust its 
public 
school 
system in such a way that hereafter 
girls Avlll bo required to measure up 
more nearly to the standard demand­ 
ed of boys . 
Previously both boys 
and 
girls 
were required to begin school dur­ 
ing the term commencing 
nearest 
their sixth birthday; yet 
the 
girls 
could be admitted to higher institu­ 
tions of learning 
when 
about 
16 
years old, while the boys had to put 
in 3 or 4 years longer in preparation. 
Under the new system the girls 
Avill have to study about 2 years 
longer than they have in the past 
to quality for universities, and their 
education Avill take on more of a 
polytechnic nature. 
More arithmetic 
will be given and additional attention 
will be paid to philosophy, languages 
and religion. 
Needle work will be 
given up to the sixteenth year and 
after that the training will concen­ 
trate on mental sciences. 
Altogether the reforms are aimed 
at making the “flappei^' better equip­ 
ped to uphold Germany’s reputation 
for having more feminine legislators 
and officials than any other country 
In the world, and also to take her 
place confidently alongside men in 
the legal, ccmmercial and other pro­ 
le ss ion s.

The Revere Oil Company was not 
named.

PASSING SHIPS RING 
A BELL ON SHORE 


VIENNA, 
June 16.—Austrian in­ 
ventors have 
perfected an 
instru­ 
ment which automatically and accur­ 
ately records the passing of any ves­ 
sel over a given body of water, night 
or day, to observers who may be lo­ 
cated on shore. As an aid in catch­ 
ing smugglers, and a help to coast 
defence in war time, the invention is 
regarded as distinctly valuable. 
The device 
consists of a 
small 
search light sending a ray no bigger 
than a pencil across the space to 
be controlled, and a receiving appar­ 
atus at the other end containing a 
light-sensitive selenium cell. When­ 
ever a passing vessel interrupts the 
rays of the search light, the selenium 
cell closes a relay which starts a bell 
alarm, or operates a recording de­ 
vice. 
The Instrument in 
question 
was 
tested recently between two points 
three and one half miles apart, in the 
outskirts of Vienna, and the passage 
of every object, as well as every per­ 
son, was duly recorded. These tests 
were made in broad daylight, with a 
50 candle power incandescent lamp 
as the source of light .
